wages, and to facilitate the transfer of noneys from dedicated funds
and accounts the state treasurer is directed to transfer sufficient
noneys from each dedicated fund or account to the special account
retirenment contribution increase revolving account in accordance wth

schedul es provided by the office of financial nmnanagenent.
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(4) It is the intent of the legislature that the reduction of
enpl oyee salaries and wages nade pursuant to this section be
considered as integral to agency spending reduction efforts,
consistent with chapter 430, laws of 2009 (Senate Bill 6157 -
cal cul ati ng conpensation for pension purposes), and sections 2 through
5 of this act."
